W ashington.

London 
naval 
treaty 
lim iting 
the 
cruiser, 
destroyer 
and 
submarine 
fleets of Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States and postponing battle­ 
ship replacement by 
those 
powers, 
awaited today its final test in the sen­ 
ate. 
President 
Hoover 
summoned 
the 
senate to meet at noon in special ses­ 
sion to consider the treaty. 
Over the 
week-end at his Rapidan, Va., camp, 
the president completed the m essage 
which will be his first direct appeal 
to the senate in behalf of the pact. 
At this week-end conference, the 
president decided, however, 
not 
to 
have the m essage read at the opening 
session today unless a quorum is pres­ 
ent. 
Majority Leader W atson has in­ 
dicated he does not expect a quorum 
today, but believes the requisite num­ 
ber, 49, would be present tomorrow. 
If consideration is prolonged and 
senators leave the 
capital, 
W atson 
said 
the 
senate 
sergeant-at-arm s 
would be instructed to go 
to 
their 
homes and compel their return. 
Such 
action would be unprecedent^l and 
W atson said he did 
not 
believe 
it 
would be necessary. 
As the fight opened, administration 
leaders were confident of ratification 
provided a vote is reached within 10 
days. 
The strategy of the opposition 
leaders, veteran senators of Mr. H oov­ 
er’s own party, is to delay the vote in 
the hope of making a 
point 
of 
no 
quorum and obtaining a 
recess 
un­ 
til next autumn. 
Party lines have disappeared in the 
treaty dispute, with such republican 
senators as Johnson, Calif., Moses, N. 
H., Robinson, Ind., Oddie, Nev., and 
Hale, Me., opposing the president on 
his most important 
foreign 
policy 
One of the opposing leaders, Hale, is 
chairman of the naval affairs com m it­ 
tee. 
Chairman Borah of the foreign re­ 
lations com m ittee has Indicated he 
will vote for the treaty, but has re­ 
fused to lead the fight for ratification. 
Thus the first normal plea 
for 
the 
treaty will be made at the opening 
of debate by Senator Swanson of Vir­ 
ginia, ranking democrat of the for­ 
eign relations com m ittee. 
Indications were, that a prominent 
part in the ratification fight would be 
played by Senator Allen, repn., Kas., 
a leader in the "Young Turk" group. 
One of the late pre-session develop­ 
m ents was a long statem ent by Allen 
defending the treaty and demanding 
early ratification. 
Allen asserted the 
opposition springs from "the admir 
alties of all nations.” 
Another late development 
was 
a 
statem ent citing the position of the 
navy league of the United States as 
opposed to the treaty. 
The navy league, after careful con­ 
sideration of the reasons which have 
been stated in favor of and against 
the treaty, regrets that it cannot ex­ 
press approval of 
the 
treaty,” 
the 
statem ent said.

BRITAIN PLEADS 
TARIFF MAY NOT 


BE INVOKED QUICKLY 


London. July 7—(U P )—A plea by 
Great Britain against sudden enforce­ 
ment of the new United States tariff 
has been forwarded to W ashington, 
it was disclosed today. 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, British am bas­ 
sador to the United States, w as in­ 
structed by his government to ask the 
United States to allow British ships 
already enroute to unload their car­ 
goes without interference. 
The plea 
was on the ground that it is m anifes­ 
tly unjust to enforce the new tariff 
suddenly, without warning to ship­ 
ping. 
The tariff became effective when it 
was signed by President Hoover and 
there was a rush of ships in transit 
to m ake American ports before the 
new rates were started. 


W IDE DIVKRGKNCE OF OPINION 
E X PR ESSE D AS TO METHODS 
OF INVESTIGATION 
Chicago, July 7—(U P )—Insinuations 
of corruption in Chicago journalism 
have become so numerous since the 
murder of Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago 
Tribune reporter, that they threatened 
to take precedence today 
over 
the 
question of who killed 
Lingle 
and 
why. 
Over the week-end a wide diver­ 
gence of opinion as to proper m ethods 
of investigating the murder and ugly 
rumors which followed it developed 
among the powerful Chicago newspa­ 
pers which adopted a resolution four 
weeks ago pledging unlimited coop­ 
eration toward breaking the under­ 
world's grip upon the city. 
The resolution, however, was adopt­ 
ed before it was known generally thst 
Lingle had betrayed his journalistic 
trust through a personal alliance with 
the underworld. 
Today the publish 
era appeared to he no less determined 
to stand united In cleaning up Chica­ 
go, but they were far from united on 
methods of dealing with the insinua­ 
tions that numerous other reporters 
are as much racketeers as Lingle was 
Although rumors 
of 
racketeering 
by other reporters have been plenti­ 
ful since Lingle was killed four weeks 
ago, It remained for an outside news 
paper to bring them before the pub­ 
lic. 
Frank W. Taylor, Jr., editoi of 
the St. Louis Star, 
sent 
Harry 
T 
Brundige, a reporter, to Chicago to 
write a series of dispatches about the 
Lingle case 
and 
its 
ramifications 
Within a few days the Star began 
publication of the reporter’s stories, 
which contained charges of wholesale 
racketeering among Chicago newspa­ 
per men. 
The Chicago Tribune re 
printed them. 
A new grand jury, which was to be 
sworn in today, faced the double task 
of clearing up the Lingle murder and 
the whole crime situation in general 
since the Linglo case has, in one way 
or another, been connected either in 
rumor or fact which almost all the 
crime and alleged crime activities in 
the city. 
A new request that the grand jury 
examine fully the charges made by 
Brundige was sent last night by Col 
McCormick to State’s Attorney John 
A. Swanson. 
It is natural that during such in 
vestigation a m ultitude 
of 
rumors 
should have arisen, many 
of 
them 
highly im aginative, it would seem, but 
some of them very definite and strong 
ly supported," wrote McCormick. 
"In 
fact, the names of certain newspaper 
officials have been bandied around un 
til they are popularly 
accepted 
guilty. 
“It seem s to me in justice to these 
men full investigation should be made 
to establish the 
innocent 
and 
the 
guilty and also to free frmo the en 
tire profession the stigm a which has 
been created by the wide dissemina 
lion of rumors of all kl ds," 
He then said, the revelations of the 
last few weeks have been distressing 
to many of us. 
We wish the matters 
exposed had never 
occurred. 
We 
tend to wish that soiled linen be not 
washed in public, but out of so much 
evil a great good may come. 
The ac 
tivities of Lingle and men 
of 
his 
stripe are like paths leading into the 
forest of crime which hitherto have 
proven trackless. 
By following them 
the whole criminal organization which 
has Chicago by its throat may be 
surrounded and destroyed.

As it is both costly and dangerous to 
’ { give m ature hulls Hie necessary exer 
cise on tile staff, many are trained to 
work' in a tread power. 
The younger 
hulls, when turned out together, will 
furnish exercise for each other. 
Young bulls should he trained to 
behave on a staff and may be safely 
bandied thus for a short time. 
As 
they reach maturity, they should hi 
confined to a well-balanced pen and 
yard. 
The use of gates, narrow passages, 
and doors controlled by ropes or ca­ 
bles allows the caretaker to do all the 
work about a bull without coming in 
contact with birn. 
The use of a breed 
big rack, when properly installed, con­ 
tributes to safety anil good results. 
The keeping of bulls can easily be 
made less hazardous. 
Wit Ii a safety 
bull pen, all dangers can be entirely 
eliminated, said Professor Hopper.

young queen bee into each 
suggests F. B. Meacharn, entomologist 
af State college. This will Insure a 
good number of young bees for 'the 
w inter and a rapid building up of the 
colony next spring. 
“ Where black or hybrid bees are 
kept, a new Italian queen will change 
them into Italian colonies in two or 
two and a half months,” states Mr. 
Meacharn.” “It is hest to get the new 
queens as near home as possible so as 
i to avoid Hie long confinement in ship­ 
ment.” 
Find Old Queen. 
In introducing a new queen into a 
colony, the bees accept her hest when 
well fed. 
The old queen and queen 
ceils should be destroyed. The old 
queen van be found by carefully look­ 
ing over tile combs, by smoking and 
drumming the l»e<'s into an empty 
super. 
A queen excluder should then 
be slipped underneath the super and 
the bees smoked back. 
The queen 
will be found trying to get through 
the excluder. After she is found and 
destroyed the hive is assembled as lie- 
fore. Where bees are inclined to rob 
each other, ft is best to requeen late 
in the afternoon so that night will 
stop any robbing that lias started. 
Rob Hives Too Close. 
M. Meacharn states that it is a com­ 
mon practice among many beekeepers 
to “rob” the hives too close for best 
results. Each colony should bove at 
least fifteen pounds of honey always 
on hand and where this is not left, 
the colony either dies during the win­ 
ter o r’ comes out In the spring too 
weak to store any surplus honey. 
Do 
not depend on the summ er and fall 
honey plants to furnish this winter 
supply as in many cases these plants 
yield very little honey, he states.

‘T he fundam ental requirem ent 
to be met by all canned foods, as 
well as all fresh foods, for the 
Navy, is conformity with the Fed­ 
eral Food and Drugs Act of June 
30, 1906, and to the subsequent 
decisions of the Department of 
Agriculture. . . The Navy has its 
own set of specifications contain­ 
ing general and 
detail require­ 
ments for each specific item pur­ 
chased." 


The article then 
goes on to 
describe the Navy's method of 
sending out bids, and how samples 
of all canned foods purchased are 
submitted for inspection, and con­ 
tinues: “The well-known phrase, 
viz: ‘If they can, they can it,* 
takes on an added significance in 
dealing with the Navy. 
Due to 
tho variety of products required, 
there arise the problems involved 
in refrigeration and storage space 
on board a ship, which does not 
conveniently adapt itself to load­ 
ing up with the greater bulk oc­ 
cupied by fresh products. This is 
particularly so in destroyers and 
submarines, where space is even 
more limited. 


A Well-Balanced Ration 
“However, w ithout sacrificing 
practically any of the nutritional 
elements involved, or In any way 
im pairing the physiological effi­ 
ciency of the men, as borne out 
in recent studies made* by com­ 
m anding officers of ships and 
medical 
officers, 
scientific 
ad­ 
vances made in the canning in­ 
dustry have made It possible to 
utilize this large variety of prod­ 
ucts 
in 
liberal 
quantities. 
It 
should, of course, be borne in 
mind that for a given diet in 
order to be well-balanced in all 
respects, supplementary additions 
of available fresh foods such aa 
milk, vegetables and other Bim 
ilar products are also used liber­ 
ally." 
The w riter 
then 
goes on to 
describe the care with which the 
quality of canned foods is judged, 
and 
to enum erate 
the require­ 
ments of the Navy in this respect. 


and continues: 
“It will thus be 
seen 
that 
every 
precaution is 
taken so that Uncle Sam ’s Navy 
is well taken cafe of as regards 
the quality of canned foods pur­ 
chased. 
It should, of coarse, be 
pointed out that the Navy’s de­ 
mands 
in 
these 
respects 
can 
usually be met by most contrac­ 
tors, the products obtained cor­ 
responding in general to the high- 
grade products used in the house­ 
hold.

URROUNDED by a cloud of rumor 
and eon ce 81 cd In • hare of official 
secrecy, the murder of the Grand 
Duk* 
Peter, husband of Catherine

Peter the Great said of his country: 
"Russia Is rotten before she Is ripe” 
and to realize the true meaning of 
thee* word* and the fullness of their 
Implication, one must study In detail 
the reigns of Elizabeth and Catherine 
ll. 
Never was there such a mixture 
of squalor and magnificence as In the 
palace of the former.

URROUNDED by a cloud of rumor 
and concealed in a haze of official 
secrecy, the murder of the Grand 
Duke 
Peter, husband 
of Catherine 
II of Russia,

unsolved 
mysteries connected 
with that country, particularly since 
It is coupled with the personality of 
one of the most remarkable figures In 
the annals of royalty—Catherine the 
Great. 
The story of Catherine II, the Se- 
mlramis of the North as her contem 
poraries delighted in calling her, Is 
revolting not only because it Is the 
story of a profligate woman but Its 
deepest horror Is to be found in the 
extreme corruption of the age and peo­ 
ple to which the empress belonged. 
Peter the Great said of his country: 
Russia Is rotten before she is ripe 
and to realize the true meaning of 
these words and the fullness of their 
implication, one must study In detail 
the reigns of Elizabeth and Catherine 
II. 
Never was there such a mixture 
of squalor and magnificence as In the 
palace of the former. Filth and splen­ 
dor alternated throughout the royal 
apartments and the vilest food was 
eaten from plates of gold. 
The first question concerning Cath­ 
erine, therefore, is whether she cor­ 
rupted Russia or Russia corrupted her 
when, as a girl of eighteen, she came 
from Germany to marry the Grand 
Duke 
Peter, 
heir 
to 
the 
Russian 
throne. 
At the time, the Empress 
Elizabeth, 
who 
ruled 
Russia 
as 
a 
usurper and kept the rightful czar ia 
prison, was morally as corrupt as Cath­ 
erine became In later years and added 
drunkenness, gross superstition, cruel­ 
ty and Insanity to ber other vices. 
Yet, at the mere word of this frenzied 
empress, torture or an exile that meant 
worse than death, could at any mo­ 
ment be pronounced as lightly and as 
easily against the heir to the throne 
as against the poorest peasant. 
An even more revolting figure was 
that of the grand duke himself. 
“A 
hnlf-crnzed savage in a wig and lace 
coat,” “a swaggering, cursing, brawl 
lug, punch-swilling ruffian,” “a royal 
degenerate 
to 
whom 
nothing 
was 
sucred save his own w ishes”—those 
ure some of the descriptions of the 
man to whom Catherine was given as 
wife. 
Left absolutely alone in such 
surroundings and with such a husband, 
there Is little wonder that Catherine 
not only became corrupted but outdid 
the corruption^ In which she found 
herself. 
r 
In dally and almost hourly peril 
from the insane fancies of the em 
press, Catherine may well have ex­ 
perienced the deadening effects pro­ 
duced by the loss of all security and, 
with respect to the question as to 
whether she might justifiably he ac­ 
cused of the murder of her husband, 
It Is only necessary to refer to H ie 
notes of W alisnewskl, Polish historian 
who made a deep study of the facts 
in the case of this strange household. 
“Peter remains the same gross, ex­ 
travagant 
and 
Insupportable 
being 
that he has always been,” says Wnlis- 
newskl, *“ A strange brute streaked 
with insanity,’ according to St. Beuve’g 
expression, and he still knows how to 
make himself thoroughly odious. 
Fre­ 
quently lie comes to bed dead (drunk 
and, between hiccoughs, speaks {to his 
wife of his favorite topics—his amours 
with the duchess of Courland, a hunch­ 
back. or with Fret line Voronstof^ who 
is marked with smallpox, 
lf Cather­ 
ine attempts to go to sleep lie pummels 
her with his hands and feet to keep 
Her awake until sleep overcomes him. 
He is almost always drunk and be­ 
comes more and more mad.” 
The first step in the downfall of this 
royal brute was bls removal from tile 
throne at the undoubted Instigation 
of his wife, a removal which was fol­ 
lowed by his virtual banishment to his 
country home at Kopoha where he 
died. officially of “apoplexy” 'but in 
reality as the result of a direct plot 
against his life. 
The fact that the 
murderers dare/1 to act as openly as 
they dbl and thnt no attempt was 
made to prosecute them Indicates that 
Catherine had shown that the perma­ 
nent removal of the grand duke would 
not he distasteful to her. The truth 
about <he affair has, however, bever 
fully come to light, for Catherine had 
no need even to defend herself. 
Her 
rule wus absolute and she doubtless 
des troy/Kl any records which would 
tend to Implicate her with one of the 
not infrequent murder mysteries of 
the royab families of Europe.
